But ttie south wall bore the 
scares of the flaming crash — 
which injured six spectators — 
and Duman*s young son, Dick,

unconsolably 
at 
his 
mother's side. 


A native of Dearborn, Mich., 
Duman began as a stock car 
driver in 1951. He was severely 
burned at the Indianapolis 500 in 
1964. 
The 
same 
accident 
claimed the life of drivers E3ddie 
Sachs and Dave MacDonald. 


Just before Sunday’s race, 
Dunman met a newsreel photo- 
g ra i^ r who helped rescue him 
from that fire. “Sure I remem- 
bet fou,** he reportedly told the 
cameraman. 
You’re my best 
friend.*!* 


Duman, a friendly man who 
froM th* aears ot tliat accident 
on the left side of his face, fin­ 
ished sixth in the 500 last 
month, his best showing in edght 
years of trying tor the big prize. 


**You couldn't find a nicer 
guy.** said Johnny Rutherford, 
who finished fourth in the race 
Sunday. *'He was dedicated, 
haijd working, intelligent and 
ceneful. It's a darn shame.** 


Duman, Rown and Darnen. 
who began the race far bade in 
the pack of 24 cars, came 
geth^ in a searing cra^h as the 
fieki Jockeyed for position Just 
seconds after the faU of the 
green flac. 


Duman's car sailed off the as- 
f4>alt, overturned in the air, and 
shattered against the wall. His 
helmet, split by the impact, 
rolled away as Brown and Dar­ 
nell also converged on the wall. 


Damell broke out of his cock­ 
pit before the flames swept over 
him. Brown struggled to get 
free but coulAi't. Duman sat 
m o t i o n l e s s . Rescue teams 
pulled him dear, but Brown's 
lags were pinned inside the 
crumi^ed cockpit. 


A cry ci anguish and horror 
rose from the stands. 


The orange of the flames 
turned to a smoky white as fire­ 
men pourad chemicals on both 
Brown and his car. Firemen fi­ 
nally freed Brown. 


Brown, 31, like Duman, the 
father of two chikiren, drove in 
nine championship races last 
year and finished 25th in the

Gladstone Sailor Rides 
His Unicycle In Saigon 


SAIGON — Of all the strange 
ways people get around in this 
Asian capital, the strangest be­ 
longs to James J. Chouinard. 
Rte. 1. Gladstone. He used a 
unicycle. 


Chouinard. 
an 
illu.strator- 
draftsman first class, took his 
last ride on the unicycle last 
week before leaving Vietnam 
for leave in Gladstone. 


Chouinard has wended his 
way through the city’s monu­ 
mental traffic jams for about a 
year, and turned a lot of heads 
in the process. 


Chouinard, 
whose 
parents, 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Lawrence J. 
Chouinard 
Sr.. 
operate 
the 
Chouinard 
Greenhouse, 
has 
been in Vietnam since April, 
1966. 


He described how he got in­ 
to unicycling: 


•"I’ve always wanted to learn 


how to ride one of the things, 
so a year ago I drew up a set of 
plans. I took them down to a 
little bicycle shop. The guy 
down there didn't believe it at 
first, but he finally built it for 
2,000 piasters (about $18).’* 
Then he had to learn how to 
ride it. 


“I took it out on the street 
and just practiced. I didn't get 
hurt at all, but every day when 
I practiced there was an acci­ 
dent on that street.” 


How does it rate as trans­ 
portation? 


“It's cheap, but it's slow, 
Chouinard said. 


Unusual transportation is a 
hobby of Chouinard's. He also 


holds a private pilot's license 
which he plans to convert to a 
commercial permit with G I B ill 
funds when he gets out of the 
Navy. 


Chouinard left Saigon for 
home June 5, leaving his uni­ 
cycle behind. It got a flat tire 
the last day. 


But Chouinard, who is one of 
13 children, says his unicycling 
career is not over. “My brother 
Tom bought one.” 


As an illustrator-draitsman 
for the Commander, U.S. Naval

Chouinard 
worked mostly on graphics for 
command briefings. He ha.s or­ 
ders now to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff in Washington.

WASHINGTON iA P)—The In­ 
terior 
Department announced

totaling $226,840 for 12 fishing 
boats to skim dead alewives off 
Lake Michigan. 


The boats are to operate off 
shores of Illinois, Indiana, and 
Wisconsin, but not—for the time 
being—off Michigan, which has 
not yet provided the required 
state matching funds. 


A spokesman for the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Admin­ 
istration said the other three 
states have committed them­ 
selves for up to $62,500 each, as 
required under the program. 


The contracts were originally 
scheduled to be issued June 
but were delayed until the states 
came up with their share d the 
money.
